Section 438. Whenever any short-

consigned to any address within the 
United States, it shall be the d«ty of the 
Postmaster to send an official postal 
card to the addressee notifying him of 
its detention, and that it is necessary 
for him to remit the amount of postage 
due thereon before the tame can be 
forwarded to its destination. This pro- 
vision applies only to matter which 
does not Dear the card or address of the 
sender. Such card matter should be re- 
turned immediately to the party mailing 
it, as prescribed by existing regulations. 
Anything in Section 439 and 441, Postal 
Laws and Begnlations, edition of 1879, 
in conflict with this order, is hereby re- 
scinded, so far as the letter-carrier offices 
are|»onoemed; bat these sections wiU 
remain in fall force at all other post-' 
offices. This order will take effect on 
and af ter^Jnly 1,1833, and to secure uni- 
formity of practice under its provisions, 
the Third Assistant Postmaster-General 
will, in the meantime, cause to be pre- 
pared suitable instructions-to postmas- 
ters upon the anbject.

Those disreputable people who sell 


liquor to Indians will do well to read the 
following extract from Department Cir- 
cular No. 67, Washington, t>. C., May 
10, 1881) addressed by Hon. H. Price. 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, to all 
Agents: 


"The law as it now stands makes il a 


crime, punishable byjflue and imprison- 
ment, to sell liquor to Indians, the 
object manifestly 
being to prevent 


Indians from obtaining liquor either by 
purchase or gift." 


"This provision of law applies to all 


Indians under the care of a Snperih-' 
tendant or Agent, whether in the Indian 
country or out of it, and the penalty 
for a violation of this law is a fine of 
three hundred dollars and imprison- 
ment for two years." Under this law 
Indian Agents have the authority, and' 
it is their imperative duty in every 
case where any person is detected in a 
violation of this law, to place the mat- 
ter in the bands of the District Attor- 
ney where the offense is committed, 
and in all such cases Indians are made 
competent witneses.
